THE popular disgust over the farcical

peculiar difficulties 


under which Judijc Cox labors there is 


wide-spread balicf that he wus remiss 


in his duty in allowing the trial to 
assu:i:o the phase uf a comedy, in which 
an egotistical nnd vain prisoner plays 
the leading role. 
The eyes of the whole 


civilized world are centred on that trial 
just now, and it is not strange that for- 
eign critics should hold our peculiar 
system of jurisprudence, nav, even our 
civilization itself, responsible for the 
humiliating spectacle. If Judge Cox 
was holding court in a frontier town, 
and ljuitcau Was on trial for stealing a 
blind mule, there might be some apol- 
ogy for the scenes of levity and disorder 
that have disgusted everybody during 
the past fortnight, but the tribunal 
towards which s:l eyes are turned now 
is within the shadow of the capitol,and 
the prisoner on trial is charged with 
an offense which shocked and stunned 
the whole civilized world bv its enor 
mity. 
In view of the well-kuown facts 


in the cast1, and considering that it is 
literally the people of the United Stales 
wlio nrc prosecuting the case, it would 
seem thut there is a lack of dignity in 
the court which cannot be too plainly 
condemned. 
Tfje twelve men sworn to 


well aod truly try the issues involved 
may be an exceptionally good jury, but 
they arc only human alter all, and are 
subject to nil the infirmities which be- 
long to our imperfect natures. 
How 


can they be expected to keep before 
them the gravity of the charge when 
the antics of the prisoner are greeted 
with laughter, and his disgusting inter- 
ruptions allowed to iro on almosi with- 
out 
protest? 
There ought to be a 


solemnity and decency observed suoG 
as would comport with the nature of 
the crime and tho sincere interest ol 
the public iu tho case. 
There 
is a 


wide-spread conviction that the -court 
cannot justly claim tbe confidence of 
the people on iccount of tbe manner in 
which the trial has been allowed to go

We rather like the spirit of the legis- 


lature now in session to examine the 
revision of the statutes in voting again 
and again to retain the three sections 
which are relics of the anti slavery con- 
flict. They were passed in 1858, after 
the enactment of the fugitive slave law 
and the Dred Scott decision, as a pro- 
tection for fugitive slaves, and formed 
a part of the personal liberty law. 
In 


1868, slavery no longer existing, the 
personal liberty and kindred laws were 
repealed, but these sections wero ap- 
parently overlooked. 
Last week the 


senate voted to strike them from the 
new code, bat the bouse twice subse- 
quently, when the subject came up, re- 
fused to admit tbe amendment. 
Two 


objections were advanced to tho repeal 
of these sections—one that persons are 
now sold into servitude for crime and 
debt; the other, that the sections are a 
monument to the position which Massa- 
chusetts asserted against slavery. It 
seemed to be the second reason which 
was most weighty in the 
refusal to 


strike out the old law. The need for 
tbe law cannot be revived, doubtless, 
but it is well sometimes to have remind- 
ers of heroic days, and those were such 
when Massachusetts defied the slave 
power under the lead of the renegade 
New Englander, Franklin Pierce.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The crowd 


in and about the court this morniog ie 
greater than ever. 


Immediately upon the opening of 


court, Gaileau was called to the witness 
stand aod 
took hia 
place, closely 


watched and guarded by policemen and 
court officers. 
He was asked by Mr. 


Scoville to give some incidents from his 
earliest recollections of his mother. 


Goiteau replied: ''An I to bo put on 


as a regular witness to-day, or only to 
identify some letters. I supposed the 
latter. I am not feeling at all well to- 
day, but shall be much better in a reck 
or so. 
. 


Scoville—i;I had arranged to exam- 


ine you to-day, and there are no other 
witnesses present." 


Ouiteau — "You 
should have had 


your witnesses on band. I object to 
going on the stand when I am not feel- 
ing well to be subjected to cross-exam- 
ination by counsel for prosecution. 
I 


have got a good deal to say. 
I want to 


go over the whole business carefully 
and scientifically, so to speak, and I 
want to bo in good talking condition." 


Scoville—"1 shall only ask you some 


simple questions." 


Guiteau—"1 am willing to answer, 


provided the prosecution will not take 
advantage of my presence on the stand 
to force me to state my entire defense." 


Judge Porter, 
of 
the prosecution, 


suggested that the papers and letters 
which were put in evidence and iden- 
tified yesterday, should be read, as they 
must necessarily be at some stage of 
the trial. 


Sooville explained that he had en- 


deavored to arrange for the introduc- 
tion of his evidence according to his 
idea of propriety and logical fitness. 
He knew the prisoner was not fooling 
wol! to-day, and bo had expected that 
he would become tired or exhausted, 
when he had proposed to ask the indul- 
gence of the court and postpone further 
examination. 
He did desire, however, 


to ask the prisoner a few questions to- 
day. 


Guiteau—"I p.m perfectly willing to 


do that, but I do Dot want the prosecu- 
tion to take advantage of my presence 
here to cross-examine me to day." 


Scoville—The court will relieve you 


if you are ill. 


Guiteau—With that understanding I 


will go on. 


Colonel C'orkhill—I can't submit to 


any such arrangement as that. 


Scoville—I don't ask your consent. I 


shall appeal to the court. 


Judge Cox stated 
that 
if witness 


went upon the stand to testify, he must 
submit to boing cross-examined, and if 
his examination as a witness was be- 


very mad over it." Whenever allusion 
was made to the Oneida community 
Guiteau became very much excited, and 
denounced the community and hia fath- 
er's course in persuading him to go 
there. 


"Why do you blame your father ?" 


asked Scoville. 


"Because, if be had been out of the 


way, I should never have gone under 
the. influence of that miserable fanati- 
cism. There never was such spiritual 
fanaticism in the world. The amount 
ol it all was, to speak plainly, Noyes' 
sole idea was to get a chance to sleep 
with the young girls. 
Nobody else 


could, though. 
All the time I was 


there I was practically a Shaker. 
I'm 


glad the miserable, stinking community 
is broken up, and I hope the United 
Slates government will break up that 
miserable 
Mormon 
community 
in 


Utah." 


Guiteau gave his views on his fath- 


er's religious belief, and was asked if 
he (his father) had any peculiar views 


fore it could not be suspended except 
by coDSonti 
the couosel on the other 


side. 


Guiteau (a 
.dingjhis head approv- 


ingly) 
"That 
the rule, Judge, as I 


understand it." 


After some further discussion, Quit- 


cau was removed from the stand, and 
Mr. Sooville proceeded to read the let- 
ters identified yesterday afternoon by 
the prisoner. They were all written by 
Guiteau to his father and other mem- 
bers of the family, and covered a period 
of fifteen or twenty years. 


As the reading ol the letters pro- 


gressed, Guiteau occasionally comment- 
ed upon them, or suggested the proper 
word when Scoville hesitated. 
While 


ooc dated from the Oneida community 
was being read, Guiteau said: "Well, 
you can see I was badly cranked about 
that limo." 
At another time Scoville 


hesitated and said, ''Here is a word 1 
cannot make out." 


"Civilization is the word," prompted 


Guiteau. 
"You can sec how badly I 


got mixed up in that miserable commu- 
nity. 
It makes me mad every time I 


think of it. 
I wish those Jotters were 


out of existence." 


Sooville read from one ofjthe letters: 


"I am in with Jesus Christ and compa- 
ny, and I am working for them." 


"That was uiy sentiment," said Guit- 


cau, "and that has been my position 
ever siacc." 


In another letter addressed 
to his 


father, the prisoner had requested $200 


on the healing of diseases. He replied: 
"Oh, yes, father was awful crank on 
that subject." 


"What do you mean by crank ?" 
Guiteau—"Well, that's the short way 


of putting it when you want to say a 
man is pretty badly crazed." 


Guiteau, in reply to a question, said 


he did not believe in any religion until 
his conversion (''That's the word thoy 
use, you know), which was in 1859, 
when he came under the influence of 
Beccher and the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association. 


"Beeeher, up to that time." said 


Guiteau, "was supposed to be a virtuous 
man."

After recess Guileau resumed the 


stand and told the story of his connec- 
tion with the Oaeida community, his 
attempts to start a newspaper in New 
York, his legal experience ia Chicago, 
etc. 
"When you get down," said Guit- 


eau, "everyone is ready to give you a 
kick.

have been in jail several times, but 
never for crime—never was indicted 
before this time in my life." 


Guiteau then related his efforts to 


secure the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
He 


offered one wealthy man to make him 
governor of Illinois if he would advance 
the money. Did not make any direct 
promise of political preferment to oth- 
ers. 
Consulted his old friend Charley 


Reed on the scheme. "Reed put in $25 
and I am sorry to say he has not got it 
yet," said Guiteau.
